THE KING'S BIRTHDAY. 


CATRO'S CELEBRATION. 


The streets of Cairo and Alexandria alike 
to-day were gay with bunting in honour of 
King Edward’s birthday anniversary. ln both 
cities the garrisons of the Army uf Occapation 
paraded in full force and trooped the colour. 
In Abdin sqnare, Cairo, where the “U” Battery, 
R. H. A., Inniskilling Dragoons, 2nd Company 
RE, Coldstream G:.ards, King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers, and King’s Ruyal Rifle Corps were 
drawn up, there was an enormous crowd of 
spectators, and as the carriage of Sir Bidon 
Gorst, es orted by a detachment of M. M. P., 
drew up ia front of the troops, the soul-stirring 
strains of “God «ave the King” were blazoned 
forth by the massed bands, and the Royal 
Standard was hoisted. A salute was also 
given on the arrival of Mustapha Pasha 
Fehmy, who represented the Kbedive. During 
the subsequent gallop past of the RHA. a 
horse fell and dislodged its rider, who was 
badly hurt and had to be carried off on an 
ambulance, but we learn that hisinjuries are not 
serious. At the conclusion of the inspection 
the guns from the Citadel conld be heard 
thundering out the Royal salute of twenty-one, 
the National Anthem was again played, and, 
three lusty British c cers were given by the 
troops. The salute was received by Sir Bidon 
Gorst. 


AT ALEXANDRIA 


At Alexandria, Mr. BE B Gould, 18.0, 
11 B.M’s Consul General held an official recep- 
tion this morning which was more largely 
attended than on-any former occasion. The 
Governor of Alexandria, Mustapha Pashe Ibadi, 
wasan early visitor, and the members of the 
consular corps attended in full force.

COTTON TRADE BOOM. 


At no time within recent years has the 
cotton industry been so prosperous as of late, 
Various causes have combined to bring this 
about. Among these may be mentioned, as a 
cotton expert recently pointed out to a repre- 
sentative of the “Tribune, ’ the fact that within 
the last two or three years conditions of peace 
have prevailed in the world which have given 
an enormous impetus to British trade. And in 
regard to the cotton industry in particular, 
al-o, the eftorts of the International Cotton 
Congress are already bearing fruit. 

After years of scarcity of raw material, high 
pricea;.and the evil results of operations of 
speculators in the cotton market, which caused 
violent and disastrous fluctuations, a more 
stable condition of things now obtains. The 
result is an immensely increased output from 
the Lancashire mills. The dem»nds of India 
and China are stated to be unusually heavy, 
and to meet the calls upon it all sections of the 
trade are putting forth increased energy. An 
unmistakable evidence of this is seen in the 
building of new mills. In the cotton manvfac- 
turing districts of Lancashire these are goiig 
up on every band, and the makers of textile 
machinery have orders booked far ahead, 

In a list of over a hundred mills in the 
Oldham district, in which dividends have re- 
cently been announced, one concern is return- 
ed as paying 40 per cent., one 35, one 30, one 
26 23, three 25 and the majority of the re- 
mainder range downwards to 10 per cent. 
There sre but three or four paying between 9 
and 6 per cent, and one oly which pays no 
dividend. In addition to the dividend several 
concerns pay a bonus this year of from 5a. to 
10s. a share. 

The Lancashire cotton spinners, both em- 
ployer and employed ,however, have bad bitter 
experience of bad times, and while substantial 
profits are being distributed, efforts are ne- 
glected to provide for proepective lean years. 

In August, 1906, the consumption of cotton 
in Great Britain was 3,358,708 bales of which 
2,815,331 were American cotton. In Aogust of 
the present year the consumption had increas- 
ed to 3,462,828 bales, of which 2,939,389 
consisted of American cotton. The estimated 
number of spindles in Great Britain is, accord- 
ing to the latest returns, more than fifty and 
a half millions, and it is anticipated that dur- 
ing 1908 this vast namber will be increased by 
at least two millions and « quarter.
